Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 30th instant requesting to be informed if you shall have 
the usual dinner prepared for the Commissioners and others connected with the Annual Assay.

You also state that you consider the habit of having persons at the dinner, who are 
disconnected with the Commission and its labors, an unwarrantable innovation and I concur with 
your request to limit it to those who are actually engaged in the work of the Commission.
